It is being 
laid on the south,side of the branch 
track. There is at present a six inch 
main from the pumping station to the 
softening plant laid on the north side 
of the track, and the new line will 
more than double the ,' capacity of

The pumping station is located near- 


ly three miles west of th,« city near 
Glencoe on the right of way traveled 
by the Orange City Junction line, and 
the new pipe line is an eight inch 
main connecting the pumping station 
and the softening plant It is being 
laid on the south,side of the branch 
track. There is at present a six inch 
main from the pumping station to the 
softening plant laid on the north side 
of the track, and the new line will 
more than double the ,' capacity of 
water supply for the shops and round- 
liouse here. The new line is being laid 
under the supervision of John A. Mc- 
Dacs of Detroit, Mich.

yards, which will be started about the 
first of June, after the heavy winter 
ourist business is over and the Cuban 
pines shipments have been handled.
